E have here the Practice of the firſt Chri- 
ſtians within a very few days after our 
Bleſſed Saviour's Aſcenſion, and immediate- 

ly upon the Deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt. For as it 

Vas the firſt diſcourſe St. Peter made, after he was 

divinely Inſpir'd, that converted, The ſame day about Acts 2.41. 
three thouſand ; ſo the very firſt thing we hear of 
them after their Converſion is, that They contmmued ver. aa. 
feed fly in the Apoſtles doctrine and fellowſhip, and 
in breaking of bread. 
But ſome are not yet converted; and tho they 
call themſelves of us, yet they are not with us, but 
retire privately by themſelves, and, as they ima- 


gine, adminiſter the Sacrament = themſelves. This 
2 is 
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is a very ſtrange and very dangerous miſtake ; and to 
rve You and reclaim Them, I ſhall ſhew you 
1. In reſpect of the Place, wherein you ought 
to receive it, how yon may underſtand, and re- 
concile the firſt Chriſtians Breaking bread from 
Acts 2. 46. Houſe to Houſe with their breaking bread, or re- 
ceiving the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, in 
the Temple; a miſunderſtanding of which expreſ- 
ſion may have led ſome into the unaccountable Er- 
row that they can receive it when and where they 
2. I ſhall anſwer ſome farther Objections, they 
poſſibly may make from other Paſſages of Scripture. 
3. In reſpect of receiving it by themſelves, and 
adminiſtring it to themſelves, I ſhall ſhew you, that 
you ought to receive it in the Congregation (unleſs 
Age or Sickneſs prevent you) and from the hands 
of Thoſe who are commilſſion'd to give it, from 
Scripture, from the Authority of the Church, and 
from Reaſon. 


I. In reſpect of the Place, wherein you ought 
to receive it, I ſhall ſhew you, how you may un- 
derſtand and reconcile the firſt Chriſtians breakizg 
bread from Houſe to Houſe with their breaking 
bread, or receiving the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper, in the Temple; a miſunderſtanding of

That we may the better underſtand the meaning 
of breaking bread from Houſe to Houſe, we mult 
look back to the building of the firſt Temple (nor 
need we doubt, but the Second Temple was built 
after the Pattern of the Firſt ) and we ſhall find, 
that David, in his inſtructions to Solomon his Son, 
1Chron. 28. gave him The pattern of the Porch,and of the Houſes 
11,12. thereof , and of the Treaſuries thereof, and of the 
upper Chambers thereof, and of the inner Parlours 
thereof, and of the place of the Mercy-Seat, and the 
pattern of all that he had by the Spirit, of the Courts of 
| | He 


at they can receive it when 
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the Houſe of the Lord. And here in Scripture it ſelf 
we have the ſeveral Partitions and Apartments ofthe 
Temple cali'd Houſes ; from one of which Apart- 
ments or Houſes to another we may very reaſonably 
ſuppoſe that the farſt Chriſtians went to receive the 
Holy Sacrament in remembrance of our' Saviour, 
in more Safety than they could receive it in the 
open Courts of the Temple where the Jews ſeveral 
times a day reſorted, and would not have endured 
a Publick Commemoration and Thankſgiving for 


the Benefits of His Death, Whom they had cruce - 


fy'd and hung on a Tree as an infamous Cheat, 
a Blaſphemer of God, and. an Enemy to Ceſar. 
And thus we may fee how even within the Temple 
it ſelf, and the reaſon why, they did there break 
from Houſe to Houſe, and yet the fame time conti- 
nu'd breaking bread in the Temple, with this only 
difference, that at one time they did it in one 
Houſe or Apartment, and at another time in ano- 
ther. Nor can we well (eparate their breaking 
bread from Houſe to Houſe trom their continuing 
in the Temple; tor as the Evangeliſt St. Luke, who 
wrote the Acts of the Apoſtles, had told us before, 


that They continued ſtedfaſtly in the Apoſtles doctrius Acts 2.42.

after tells us how often they did it, and that was 
daily, and where they did it, and that was in the

Ocher Explanations might be brought : For Dr. 
Hammond is of opinion that from Houſe to Houſe 
would bear tranſlating in the Houſe.

85 by their Law were commanded to kill and eat the 
Paſchal Lamb: fo that the Paſſover our Lord and 
His Diſciples eat, was the «xleaven'd Bread and bit- 
th 17 Herbs ; and there was no Lamb but the Lemb 
of God. For even after they had eat this Paſſover, 
when Judas went out, Some of them, ſays the be- 
e boved Apoltle, who at the very time was leaning % 
e on our Saviour boſon, Thong bt becauſe Tudas bes John 13.

time was at hand. And thus may we ſee theſe men

' Bur ſtill father to convince them, and open their 
eyes, before they are actually fallen into the Ditch, 
I will now ſuppoſe, that they are not miſtaken, and 
that both the Jews might eat the Paſſover in their 
own Houſes, and that the firſt Chriſtians did eat 
the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper in each other's 
Houſes ; and yet will theſe men ſtill be inexcuſa- 
ble. For we may eaſily find out ſufficient Reaſons 
for ſuch an Allowance, had ſuch an Allowance in- 
deed been given. | 

As for the Jews, they bad but one Temple, and 
many of them living at a great diſtance could not 
conſtantly come up to worſhip at Feruſalem. And 
as for the firſt Chriſtians, their Experience of the 
bloody Malice of the Jews might excuſe their re- 
ceiving the Sacrament in each other's Houſes, For 
they had not like us, The Houſes of God in poſſeſſion ; 
but the only Temple was fill'd with their moſt vio- 
lent Enemies, whoſe Rage, according to our Sa- 
viour's Prophecy, Perſecuted them from City to City, 
turn'd them out of the Synagogues ( for they did not 
turn themſelves out) and in killing them thought they 

did God ſervice. I his was the Condition of rhe 
firſt Chriſtians. But ſhall we be afraid where no 
fear is? Shall we ſeek God in ſecret, while the 
Doors of His Houſe ſtand open to us, and His Mi- 
niſters are {till inviting all co come in, and Taft and 
ſee that the Lord is good; while our Saviour Him- 
ſelf is there waitipg for us, and incouraging us, tho'

let any reaſonable man' but thus compare the firſt

| Sacrament, which Power belongs only to Biſhops 
and Presbyters, as you may fee in our Rebrick. 
And as you may there find the Perſons who are 
impower'd to conſecrate the Sacrament, ſo you 
may there ſee every Rite and Circumſtance deter- 
min'd concerning the manner of receiving it; not 
that the Church repoſes any Vertue or Merit in 
the Situation of the Table or the Prieſt's ſtanding

Bur from Scripture and the Church I may {till 
lead you on to examine Reaſon. As the Articles 
of our Church teach us, that The viſible Church of art. 19.20 
Chriſ# is a Congregation of Faithful men, in the Ly 
which the Pure Word of God it preach'd, and the 
Sacraments be duly miniſter d, according to Chriſt's 
Ordinance ; and hath power to decree Rites or Ce- 
remonies (which the Church of the Jews even ex- 

ceded, tor they both alter d the Poſture in which 
Moſes orcer'd them to eat the Paſſover, and eſtaa 
liſh'd new Feaſts, and yet our Saviour himſelf 
omply'd with all to teach us Submiſſion ) ſo does 
Reaſon tell us, that ſince the Church is a Society, 
ne Members cannot be preſerv'd but by Communion 
and Fellowſhip. For we may very reaſonably com- 
pare our ſelves as we are Members of the Body 
the Church, whoſe Head is Chriſt the Lord, to 
d the Members of our own Natural Body. And as. 
ly ſhould our own Members all of a ſuddain ſtart off 
r, from cach other, and 0i.e be found here and ano- 
it Itcher there, all would immediately be the Death and 
Deſtruction of the whole Body, ſo would it be in 
the Body the Church, of which we are the ſeveral 
Members, And it would not only be Nonſence 
ind Contradiction to call the Church a Society, 
ſhould every Member fly off and ſeparate from each 
other, but ſuch a S Dt, would be a Spiritual 
Death, as we are Chriſtians, as the Separation of 
our Natural Members would be a Natural Death, 
as we are Men. For as we are many Members, and 
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yet but one Body, ſo tis one Bread that nouriſhes 
that one Body; and that is the Bread which our 
Lord Himſelf has commanded all His Diſciples to 
eat. For as all the Members of our own Body are 
nouriſh'd together by the fame food receiv'd, and 
communicated to every Member, ſo are the Mem- 
bers of the Myftical Body, the Church, nouriſh'd 
together by the Participation of the Sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper ; which whoſoever refuſes, re- 
fuſes that Nouriſhment which Chriſt, as Head, has 
thus thought fir to communicate to all His Mem- 
bers. Such Separatiſts are but Self-murderers, and 
ſtrive to pull down, while others take pains to dawh
